For The Prevention of 
Bribery 


In setting up the machinery for 
the operation on the Military Ser- 
vice Act, special care has been 
taken to select only officials of the 
most trustworthy character. In the 
operation of the Act, attempts at 
bribery are always possible, in Can- 
ada no less than in other countries 
says an Ottawa despatch, 

Attempt to bribe any member of 
an exemption tribunals or medical 
board, or a military representative, 
means a term of imprisonment of 
not less than.one year and not more 
than five years. It will be very 
difficult for anyone so inclined to 
set aside the regulations of the Mil- 
itary Servtes Act by corruption, 

Not all the preparations made to 
guard against venality and unfair- 
ness in the operation of the Act can 
be made public, but it may be an- 
nounced that attempts to bribe 
officials, in view of the checks and 
supervisions to he imposed, be an 


excedingly hazardous business,

Those who neglect to make use of the Post Office must 
present themselves in person at a Tribunal on November 
8th, 9th or 10th, and they will then be informed as to 
when their claims will be dealt with, 


Reports for service must be made on or before November 
10th through the Post Office. 


Severe penalties are provided by law for failure to repost 
for service or claim exemption as above,

Cluny Bridge

The committee elected by the 
Farmers Union to look after the 
progress of the Cluny. bridge made 
an ingpection trip over the grounds 
last week and found the sork’pro- 
gressing fairly well considering all 
the material is now on the spot or 
at Cluny, Mr. Simms, the bridge 
foreman, informed us that the 
greatest difficulty now was getting 
experienced or skilled) workmen. 
They were hard to get and still 
harder to keep, he @aid, and just as 
soon as they had a green man broke 
in to where he was of some use he 
generally left. We inquired atout 
what wages the government were 
paying and were teld that exper- 
ienced bridge carpenters got $5 per 
day, while green hands started at 
$4 and paid 90 cents per day for 
But as the fool farmers 
have been paying $5 per day and 
board to any Tom, Dick and Harry 
who could handle a pitch fork, it is 
not to be wondered at that most 
men would prefer that instead of 
doing the vary dangerous work on 
the bridge, for less money. Asa 
matter of fact working on a farm, 
which a few years ago was consid- 
ered the worst paid and lowest 
kind of work, anybody could do, 
has become one of the best paying 
jobs as far as the west goes. As 
threshing is now all ever and the 
ground frozen up so only grain 
haulers will be needed from now on, 
the government should have no 
difficulty in getting men. 1 may 
state, that in case there are carpen- 
ters or any one else who will or can 
do bridge work they should apply 
at once to the bridge foreman for a 
job. The question of why the gov- 
ernment had changed its original 
plan of building concret piers, we 
were told it was found that the 
bottom was not solid enough and 
that it was feared the water would 
wash the soil away from under the 
concrete. The piers now being 
built will be filled in with rocks 
and are claimed to be able to with- 
stand ice and any other kind of a 
jam. One third of the distance: a- 
cross has already be built and work 
on the first pier in the river was to 
begin that day, There will be two 
piers in the middle “of the stream 
and one at each approach. With 
a full gang of workmen the work 
will be finished by the time the ice 
goes out, Mr. Simms informed us, 
On the south side of the river the 
gang, that built the new ferry was 
just starting to work. They are to 
are to erect a three 20 foot span of 
a bridge across another smaller 
stream running into the river at 
that point. i 

A grading gang with 8 teams has 
been. working on the hill on the 
south side of-the river for some- 
time and bave:made good . progess. 
The® grade will be half a mile or 
morelong and a 6. per cent grade, 
The grade will be wide-and Wwoked 
good to us grain haulers, Another 
week or so will so will see it 
finished up.
